Miscellany

Marijunana is a drug that is constantly in the news and 
in local conversation. There should be no mystery about it 
but a poll of local citizens found only one that could 
identify a stalk of m arijunana growing 
During World War II, the United States government 
asked farm ers to grow the plant for hemp This was done 
when the overseas supply from the oriental 
countries 
cut off and the fibers from the m arijuana stalk was used 
in rope making. The government set up planting and 
processing programs in several midwest states. Today 
the government no longer wants stalks of m arijuana for 
rope making 
Today, marijuana plants can grow wild and are com ­ 
monly found on ditch banks, railroad tracks, woodland 
pastures, and even along streets in town The plant is an 
annual plant and grows from seed. It does not reproduce 
from old roots or come up year after year except w hen it 
is left unnoticed and produces seed 
Plants appear about the last of April or the first of May. 
If you think that the plants are m arijuana, then use a 
spray in late May or June when the plants are about eight 
inches high. 
The stem of a full grown m arijuana plants is rough, 
ridged, and generally branched The entire plant may feel 
sticky to touch. The leaves, stems, and seeds give a 
distinctive odor w hen crushed The root system consists of 
a tap root that may be as long as eight inches. A few tiny 
branches of rootlets spring from this long tap root. 
The m arijuana used in Indiana is mostly imported but 
one farm er in north east Rush County had an old barn on 
this farm that had been used for curing tobacco back in 
the days when tobacco was grown here He decided to 
clear out the barn and tear it down When he did that fall, 
he found it filled with stalks of m arijuana hanging from 
the rafters. 
Parents of teenage m arijuana users have a peculiar 
dilemma. If they are unaware of what their sons or 
(laughters are inhaling, or injecting, the situation may 
soon get out of control. 
If they are aware and do nothing about it they are likely 
to loose the respect of their children. But unless the 
subject is discussed intelligently and with care, they are 
apt to cut off all lines of communication. 
A TV program last week on the use of LSI) in high school 
was very frightening. Fortunately no such problem exists 
in our high school But the night TV program painted an 
ugly picture. In this case it was a teacher who was mixing 
♦he compound and having students sell An honor student 
took an overdoes and was “ flying high’’...in fact, he felt no 
hesitation about jumping off a three story building! 
Many films and programs in school and church alert 
students and parents to dangers invohed in the use of 
drugs, .this cannot be over emphasized. The heavy 
message is what happens after the first use. 
To retain communication between parent and teenage 
children is most important. It is a.so important for 
parents to rem em ber when they were young they would 
often sneak out for a beer or cigarette. Tobacco and 
alcohol are certainly not in the sam e class as drugs such 
as m arijuana But for parents to honestly recall their 
youthful emotions and the influence on them by “ friends” 
may be a key to the covereation for better understanding 
their children 
The law concerning the use, possession and sale of 
m arijuana changed last year and a future story will ex­ 
plain in detail its meaning It is still illegal to have in 
possession m arijuana, or sell it, or knowingly grow it on 
your farm The penalty depends on many factors. This 
interview with Judge Pile will explain the penalties in­ 
volved.

a A Shot In The Arm 


Speaking as one who has worked in past United 
Fund and other money-raising ventures, I can sense 
the current United Way effort is entering a most 
important period. It might even be called a very 
critical time in the outcome of the drive. 


Fund drives go best when they start off with a great 
amount of enthusiasm and everyone works fast. The 
first part of the drive is when this primary en­ 
thusiasm works to best advantage. People are keyed 
up to do a good job. Publicity carries its best impact 
at this time. 


As time goes on, the keen edge of publicity impact 
is dulled. We are entering such a time now. It is 
nearly the first of October, and we learn that many 
solicitors have not completed their work, and some 
have not made any at all. 


We are perfectly aware that solicitors are all 
volunteer workers, and must do this work when they 
can get to it. However, it is also easy to delay. Delay 
contributes to lower production. People lost interest, 
and gifts are merely token. The impact and en­ 
thusiasm diminishes. 


Twelve worthy agencies depend on a successful 
United Way Campaign. The goal of $57,000 is cer­ 
tainly not out of the realm of possibility in affluent 
Rush County. The community cannot afford to have 
any of the 12 agency services cut back due to failure 
of the campaign to reach its goal. 


We encourage those who are solicited to give 
generous support to the campaign. Every gift is most 
welcome. However, a 
dollar, five, and even ten 
dollars is quite limited when divided among the 12 
agencies. But no gift is unimportant, if it is given with 
compassion and genuine concern. 


Workers ought to make every effort to get out and 
immediately clean up this campaign. 
Faces Vision Hazards 


The home hobbyist often finds great joy and 
challenge in his workshop, but usually disregards 
basic eye safety practices necessary to safeguard his 
vision. 


The Indiana Society for the Prevention of Blindness 
warns hobbyists and do-it-yourself fans of some of the 
threats to eyesight found in the home workshop. 


“Power tools are especially dangerous,” says 
Janet Baughman, Executive Director of the Society 
“These include table saws and portable saws, par­ 
ticularly the chain type.” Mrs. Baughman advises 
that when using such work-saving devices the hob­ 
byist should wear an inexpensive pair of plastic cover 
goggles 
which 
will 
fit 
comfortably 
even 
over 
streetwear eyeglasses. 


Drilling, an important aspect of home repair, poses 
an even more potent threat to vision. Fragments of 
metal, wood and broken drill bits can fly with 
tremendous speed and hit the face and eyes with 
enormous impact. 


Safety goggles should be donned before starting 
any drilling or other workshop project. 


Nailing presents yet another serious threat to 
eyesight. Before serious hammering gets underway, 
make sure the nails are properly set so that they 
won’t spin off. 


“Nails not properly set before hammering begins 
can spin off, puncture an eye - even cause a fatal 
injury, should they reach the brain,” the Director 
warned. “A $2.00 goggle can prevent death as well as 
loss of sight.” 


Soldering is another task that poses a danger for 
unguarded eyes. A drop of perspiration hitting molten 
solder generates steam which will spit metal droplets 
in all directions. Hot metal often adheres to the eye, 
causing an extremely painful injury. 


Caution is also advised when using epoxy and other 
“super” glues. Used in making and repairing fur­ 
niture and other household items, these glues can be 
harmful to the eyes, and even the respiratory system, 


What should you do if despite wearing a cover 
goggle, lye or other chemicals or strong detergents 
gets into the eyes? Mrs. Baughman advises im­ 
mediate and copious flushing with cool water for at 
least 15 minutes. Following such first aid a victim is 
advised to get medical attention.

Hoosierland

would have loved him. 
But 
again, 
he might have been 
branded a “hippy” and scorned 
because of his tattered a p ­ 
pearance, long hair and seem ­ 
ingly listless life. 
Bul like so many people who 
saw its beauty and met its 
pioneer people, he loved In 
diana 
He was John Chapman. He is 
buried at Fort Wayne, where he 
died in his sleep while visiting a 
Hoosier family in 1847 during 
one of his treks through the 
countryside. 


During his wanderings, Chap­ 
man used to tell the story of 
how he came to be doing what 
he was doing. His tale was 
about being kicked by a horse 
when he was 26 and seeing a 
vision of blooming apple trees, 
row by row He spent the rest 
of his life fulfilling that dream 
back in Pennsylvania 
That activity earned him his 
nickname — Johnny Appleseed. 
He collected his seeds during 
trips to the cider presses in 
Pennsylvania and carried them 
always in his knapsacks, old 
leather bags. He doled out the 
seeds 
during 
his wilderness 
trips ac ro ss the Ohio River 
Valley, moving out of Pennsyl­ 
vania into Ohio and on into 
Indiana.

The effect of Douglas’ illness 
on his work was clear last 
term 
Before his stroke. Dou­ 
glas wrote 105 pages of opinions 
and dissents, typical for so 
early in the term when few 
opinions are issued. 
He resumed work part time, 
but from January through the 
end of the term in June wrote 
only 57 pages in decided cases, 
not 
counting 
items 
only 
a 
paragraph or sentence long 
The more significant effect 
was on 
those cases 
raising 
difficult 
constitutional 
issues 
which might closely divide the 
court. None of the 20 cases in 
which Douglas did not vote 
were decided in such a way 
that the missing justice would 
have made a difference. 
But ll cases argued last term 
—■ including the constitutional­ 
ity of capital punishment

eight other justices are closely 
divided and want to delay a 
ruling until Douglas is par 
ticipating fully.

f the Social Security Act was signed 
individuals in institutions. 
Community Service Adm inistratic 
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Title XX of the Social Security Act was signed 
into law January 4. 1975 by President Ford. 
It provides 2.5 billion dollars of Federal funds 
to be allocated to the states, on a population 
basis, for use in providing social services. 
(Indiana’s allocation is $63.25 m illion for 
twelve m onths.) These services are to be directed 
toward achievement of the following five 
national goals, as defined by Congress: 
1. Achieving or m aintaining economic self- 
support to prevent, reduce or elim inate 
dependency. 
2. Achieving or m aintaining self-sufficiency, 
including reduction or prevention of 
dependency. 
3. Preventing or remedying neglect, abuse or 
exploitation of adults and children unable to 
protect their own interests, or preserving, 
rehabilitating, or re uniting fam ilies. 
4. Preventing or reducing inappropriate 
institutional care by providing for community- 
based care, home-based care or other forms 
of less intensive care. 
5. Securing referral or admission for institutional 
care when other forms of care are not 


appropriate, or providing services to 
individuals in institutions. 


STATE OF INDIANA ACTION PLAN 


As Governor, I have designated the Indiana 
State Department of Public Welfare as the 
“ single Title XX state agency” for planning, 
adm inistering, supervising and developing a 
Title XX Services Plan. In addition, I have 
appointed a State Title XX Policy Committee 
composed of Messrs. Raymond W. Rizzo, 
Executive Assistant to the Governor; Edison L. 
Thuma, State Budget Director; and Wayne A. 
Stanton, Adm inistrator, State Department of 
Public Welfare. This Policy Committee is to 
advise the State Department of Public Welfare 
in its development of the Services Plan for 
Title XX. A broad based Citizen Advisory 
Committee will be appointed prior to the next 
program year to advise and counsel the State 
on program planning and development. 


To date, an extensive planning process has been 
carried out in Indiana, consisting of the 
following: 


• Proposals for the provision of services were 
subm itted by the following state agencies: 


Commission on Aging and Aged 
Community Service Adm inistration 
Rehabilitation Services Board 
State Board of Health 
Department of Correction 
Department of Mental Health 
Department of Public Instruction 
Department of Public Welfare 


• Private agencies were requested to submit 
proposals. 


• Public hearings were conducted at five sites 
around the State under the direction of the 
Policy Committee. Attendance at these 
hearings was gratifyingly large, with more 
than 1,000 citizens on hand. 


• Data was obtained from county welfare 
departments in the State regarding their plans 
for the provision of Title XX services. 


• Citizen comments on the proposed Services 
Plan were received from June 27, 1975 
through August 15, 1975, reviewed, and 
summarized in the final Services Plan. 


A summary of the final Services Plan is given 
below.
